(Currently Amended) In a communication system, the 
communication system providing real-time communication service 
to a plurality of subscribers, wherein a first subscriber is in 
communication with a second subscriber, a method for providing 
operating information associated with a wireless device to the 
second subscriber comprising: 

providing real-time communication service to a first device and a 
second device, the first device^being a wireless device; 

gathering device receiv i ng operatn^g information associated with 
connection and status of the first device; ef*el 

transmitting the device operating information to the second devicei 
and 

displaying the device operating information associated with the first 
device . 

(Original) The method/of claim 1 , wherein providing the real-time 
communication service to a first device and a second device 
comprises providing one of instant messaging service and group 
chat service to a/first device and a second device. 
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3. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein receiving operating 

information associated with the first device comprises receiving^

4. (Original) The method of claim 1 , wherein receiving operating 
information associated with the first device/comprises receiving one 
of status information and resource inforpnation associated with the 
first device. 

5. (Original) The method of claim 1 , vOherein receiving operating 
information associated with the/first device comprises receiving 
information associated with one of bandwidth, display capability, 
input capability, link type,/ink cost, device type, latency, power, 
location and operating mode of the first device. 

6. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein receiving operating 
information associated with the first device comprises receiving 
operating information associated with one of a cellular telephone, a 
pager, and an electronic planner. 
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(Original) The method of claim 1 , wherein transmittinq/me 
operating information to the second device comprises transmitting 
the operating information to a device operable to generate one of 
an icon, a graphic image, a textual messag,^ and an audio message 
based on the operating information. 



8. (Original) The method of claim Y, wherein transmitting the 

operating information to second device comprises transmitting the 
operating information tcyone of a wireless electronic device and a 
wired electronic devic 
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(Currently Amended) In a communication system, the // 
communication system providing real-time communication service 
to a plurality of subscribers, wherein a first subscribe/ is in 
communication with a second subscriber, and wfwein a 
communication network is adapted to provide caperating information 
associated with a wireless device to the segond subscriber, the 
communication network comprising: 

a memory; 

a communication server coupled to^the memory, the real-time 

communication server being operable to provide real-time 
communication service to a first device and a second device, 
the first device being a'wireless device; 

the communication server b'eing operable to r e ce i ve gather device 
operating information associated with connection and status 
of the first device? ]_ and 

the communication server being operable to transmit the device 
operating information to the second device. 



10. (Original) The communication network of claim 9, wherein the 

communication server comprises a server being operable to provide 
one of instam messaging service and group chat service to a first 
device and a second device. 
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1 1 . (Original) The communication network of claim 9, wherein the real- 
time communication server comprises a real-time communication 
server being operable to receive operating information associated 
with the first device in response to a trigger event, the trigger 
event being one of a registration, a subscriber /nput, and a change 
in status. 

12. (Original) The communication network of claim 1 1, wherein the 
registration includes the operating information associated with the 
first device. 

13. (Original) The communication^network of claim 9, wherein the 
operating information associated with the first device comprises 
one of status information and resource information associated with 
the first device. 

14. (Original) The communication network of claim 9, wherein the 
operating information comprises information associated with one of 
bandwidth, display capability, input capability, link type, link cost, 
device type,/atency, power, location and operating mode of the 
first devic 
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15. (Original) The communication network of claim 9, wherein the 
operating information associated with the first device comgi'ises 
operating information associated with of one of a cellule 
telephone, a pager, and an electronic planner. 

16. (Original) The communication network of claim fi, wherein the 
communication network comprises an Internet Protocol (IP) 
network. 



17. (Currently Amended) In a communication system, the 

communication system providing real-time communication service 
to a plurality of subscribers, whef^in a first subscriber is in 
communication with a second/subscriber, a method for providing 
operating information associated with a wireless device to the 
second subscriber comprising: 

participating in real-timfe communication service with a first device, 

the first device being a wireless device; 
gathering receiving device operating information associated with 

connection and status of the first device; and 
generating on the second device an indication to the user of the 

second/device based on the device operating information 

associated with the first device. 
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18. (Original) The method of claim 17, wherein participating in real/ume 
communication service with the first device comprises participating 
in one of instant messaging service and group chat serylce with the 
first device. 

19. (Original) The method of claim 17, wherein receiving operating 
information associated with the first device/comprises receiving 
information associated with one of bandwidth, display capability, 
input capability, link type, link cost, crevice type, latency, power, 
location and operating mode of thp first device. 

20. (Original) The method of clajm 1 7, wherein receiving operating 
information associated with the first device comprises receiving 
operating information associated with one of a cellular telephone, a 
pager, and an electronic planner. 



21 . (Original) The method of claim 17, wherein generating an indication 
based on the' operating information associated with the first device 
comprises/generating an icon, a graphic image, a textual message, 
and an audio message based on the operating information. 
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22. (Currently Amended) In a communication system for providing res 
time communication service to a plurality of subscribers, wherfein a 
first subscriber is in communication with a second subscriber, and 
wherein a server operates in accordance to a computer program 
embodied on a computer-readable medium for providing operating 
information associated with a wireless device tpr the second 
subscriber, the computer program comprisir 

a first routine that directs the server to provide real-time 

communication service to a first'device and a second device, 

the first device being a wireless device; 
a second routine that directs the/server to gather rece i ve device 

operating information associated with connection and status 

of the first device; ar 
a third routine that directs the server to transmit the device 

operating infornjation to the second device for display to a 

user. 

23. (Original) The computer program of claim 22, wherein the first 
routine comprises a routine that directs the server to provide one of 
instant messaging service and group chat service to a first device 
and a second device. 
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24. (Original) The computer program of claim 22, wherein the second 
routine comprises a routine that directs the server to receive 
operating information associated with the first device in resaefnse 
to a trigger event, the trigger event comprises one of a registration, 
a subscriber input and a change in status. 

25. (Original) The computer program of claim 22, wherein the second 
routine comprises a routine that directs the server to receive one of 
status information and resource information associated with the 
first device. 

26. (Original) The computer program of/6laim 22, wherein the second 
routine comprises a routine that directs the server to receive 
information associated with one of bandwidth, display capability, 
input capability, link type, linfk cost, device type, latency, power, 
location and operating mgae of the first device. 



27. (Original) The computer program of claim 22, wherein the second 
routine comprises a routine that directs the server to receive 
operating information associated with one of a cellular telephone, a 
pager, and an electronic planner. 
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28. (Original) The computer program of claim 22, wherein the third 
routine comprises a routine that directs the server to transmit/the 
operating information to a device operable to generate oner of an 
icon, a graphic image, a textual message, and an audi$/message 
based on the operating information 

29. (Original) The computer program of claim 22, y&herein the third 
routine comprises a routine that directs the/4erver to transmit the 
operating information to one of a wireless electronic device and a 
wired electronic device. 



30. (Original) The computer program/of claim 22, wherein the medium 
comprises one of paper, a programmable gate array, application 
specific integrated circuit, erasable programmable read only 
memory, read only memory, random access memory, magnetic

media, and optical media. 



31 . (New) The methoa of claim 1 , wherein displaying the device 

operating information associated with the first device comprises 
generating ope or more of a graphical icon, a graphic image, a 
textual message, or an audio message. 
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32. (New) The method of claim 17, wherein ggprgrating on the second 
device an indication to the user of^ttie second device comprises 
generating one or more of a^graphical icon, a graphic image, a 
textual message, or afi audio message. 
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
